Britain’s War Effort 


One of the altempls made by ‘the German 
propzzanda machine to sow disruption between 
Great Britain, and France inthe carly days 
of the war was to allege that Great Britain’ was 
hhot doing her share in the war, and leaving all 
the Mghting’ to France, Fortunately the Frenel 
were not deceived by this type of propaganda, 
Jand the attempt by this means to drive a wedge 
between the two Allies failed miserably. In 
this connection it is interesting to note the re- 
port carried by Havas stating that the registra 
fion of Britons, who were 20 years of age on 
December 31, 1239, and who will be under 24 
yeors of age’on Februnry 17, 1940, will increase 
the number ef men now subject to service with 
the colours by some 250,000 men, bringing the 
tolal up to 900,000 including the three classes 
previously’ called up. By the end of Mareh 
[Great Britain should have an army of 1,150,000 
men in the field, while during April men over 
21 years of aye will be ‘ailed up.

General Chiang Kai-shek Warns Powers Over 
Wang Accord with Japanese Government 


Chungking, Jan, 23. 


WARNING to friendly Powers against the implications of the 
agreement alleged to have been signed between Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei and the Japanese, and an appeal for help to China, was| 
issued here this afternoon by General Chiang Kai-shek. 
‘The Chinese Foreign Office, it is understood, has already com- 
municated the text of the documents of the Wang agreement to 


various embassies and legations 





Gen. Chiang Speaks 
To Chinese Army 


Chungking, Jan. 24. 

Chineso newspapers here this morn- 
ing published under banner head- 
lines a tengthy message addressed 0 
the Chinese army and people by 
General Chiang ‘Kal-shek, in' whieh, 
afler bitterly attacking the "so-called 
pence-movement,” he urged all Chie 
nese to Intensity resistance and save 
thelr country, 

Commenting on the peace terms al- 
Teged to have been offered by the 
Japanese to Mr, Wang Ching-wel, as 
revealed by two of Mr. Wang Ching 
wel's dissenters to the Hongkong 
press, General Chiang declared 

“The so-called —good-neighbourly 
relations mean tho taxation of China 
by Japan; joint anti-Communism 
measures’ mean the permanent 
stationing of Japanese troops in 
‘China; while economic co-operation 
means Japanese economle monopoly 
In China.” 

‘He declared that Japan was deter 
mined to “start a storm in the Paci- 
fle," using China's man-power. and. 
resourees for Japanese northward and 
southward expansion, 


Worse ‘Than 21 Demands 


‘The terms of the agreement alleged 
to have been signed between Mr. 
‘Wang Ching-wet and the Japanese, he 
continued, were “worse than the 21 
demands on China.” 

‘He charged Mr. Wang Ching-wet 
as boing “only afler money and com- 
pletely. disregarding national and 
racial intorests.’ 

‘Tho Japanese, ho said, were using 
traitors to wind up the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, Mer, Wang Ching-wot's 
local peace,” General Chiang went 
on, would mean that he would be 
using the Japanese-occupied areas 
and using Japanese armed forces to 
wage war ‘against free China. 

In concluding his message, General 
Chiang reassured the Chinese army 
and public that he was confident the 
Japanese army would be defeated in 
‘China Reuter.

“The spirit of the so-called agree~ 
ment for a New Order in East Asia 
speaks for itself. As revealed in the 
‘Twenty-One Demands, and later in 
the Tanaka Memorial, the present 
policy of Japan, as so boldly indicated 
fin this’ agreement, is the complete 
nillitary, political and economle 
domination of China, making her u 
‘Japanese protectorate’in all but name- 

“if there were any doubters, it must 
now be clear to all that so long as the 
Japanese military dominate thelr 
country, the poliey-of aggression and 
feonquest will remain. unchanged. 

"From the conquest of China and 
the utilization of her manpower and 
resources, itis but a short step to 
the conquest of Indo-China, the Malay 
Peninsula, the Bast Indies, India and 
the Philippines, and to the hegemony 
Jor the Pacifie, which was clearly out- 
fined in the Tanaka Memorial. 

“China has long realized the im- 
mutable aims of the Japanese 
militarists and has taken up arms in 
resistance, regardless of the odds 
against her. 

"We have been engaged in more 
than two and a balf years of ruthless 
Warfare, enduring untold sufferings, 
Yet in ‘our resistance against Japan 
we are fighting, not alone for our- 
selves, but against grandiose Japanese 
ambitions which take all nations In 
thelr purview. 

“Beside the domination of China, 
with all that it entails, how meaning- 
less are the gestures with which 
Japan, in “her desperation, is now 
tempting the Powers,—sueh’ as the: 
‘opening of the Yangtze under Japan- 
‘0 military supervision, delimitation 
‘of the Manehurian-Mongolian boun- 
dary, and cessation of the Tientsin 
blockade. 

“I trust the implication of the 
‘Agreement is clear and that friendly 
Powers will immediately take positive 
measures to help China, and’ to re- 
frain from furnishing Japan with re- 
‘sourees to conquer China,

should also refrain from any measures 
which, “in the exigeneles of the 
moment, they may be tempted to take,

Free China Still 


Holds Resources 


Chungking, Jan. 24. 

‘The immense manpower and re-' 
sources of “free China” are revealed 
in an official survey, issued today, 
‘of the population and agricultural 
products. In provinees not held by 
‘the Japanese. 

‘Of the approximate 11,500,000 
square kilometres area of "China, 
roughly 22 per cent, represents, the 
extent’ of invaded "territory, it ts 
stated, while 78 per cent. is still under 
Chinese control. 

‘The popiilation in “penetrated 
China” is sald to be about 425. per 
cent, while the population in “free 
China” represents. $7.5 -per cent. of 
[China's total population, 

‘These figures do not take into con- 
sideration the enormous mass migra- 
tion from coastal provinces to the 
Interlor since the Sino-Japanese hos- 
Ulities started. A conservative esti- 
mate gives the number of people who 
have “moved into the Interior as 
15,000,000, 

‘Of China's total rice product 
the review states, “penetrated China’ 
produces 237 per‘cent, while “free 
China” produces 763 por cent. 

In forestry “tree China” has no 
less than 75 per cent, of the total 
‘aereage of forests in the whole 
country. 

‘Almost the entire Chinese produc- 
tion of tungsten, antimony, tin, lead, 
‘nickel and arsenic is found in’ “fre 
China." ‘The Japanese-occupied areas, 
however, have the larger production 
‘of wheat, beans, cotton and coal— 
Reuter.

China to Ask for More 
Credits from U.S. 


Washington, Jan, 21, 

Dr. Hu Shih, Chinese Ambassador 
to Washington, aftera visit to President 
Roosevelt yesterday sald that China 
is waiting for a favourable opportun- 
ily to present to the United States a 


Export Import Bank, which he said 
he believed would be exhausted by 
the end.of January. 

‘The ‘Chinese ‘economic mission 
which has been here for a month, 
under Mr. KX. P. Chen has the matter 
Jn hand, the Ambassador said. 

“Of course the American people 
Ihave become more and more urgently 
interested in Finland,” Dr. Hu com- 
mented, “and so far we have not been,

PLAIN TALKING 
Jan. 24. 

Mr, Winston Churchill's reference to the 
fate of the small neutral Powers should the 
Allies be defeated by the Germans has 
fereated quite a sensation, and, it has to be 
admitted, some show of indignation in those 
countries where it is felt highly desirable 
to do everything possible to keep the Reich 
in a sweet temper. ‘The First Lord of the 
Admiralty asked what would happen it all 
‘the small neutral nations concerned were 
spontancously to do their duty in accordance 
with the covenant of the League of Nations, 
and stand together with the British and 
French against aggression and wrong. This 
hhas been cagerly seized upon by the Reich 
Propaganda machine as an attempt by the 
British Government to persuade the small 
neutral countries to take up arms against 
Germany. It is only by the most tortuous 
mental processes that the warning, that the 
defeat of the Allies must mean suffering and 
disaster for the small eduntries unfortunate 
enough to be neighbours of the Reich, ean 
be twisted into a definite exhortation to 
them to take up arms against the Hitler ré~ 
gime, ‘The plain fact of the matter is that 
in the unlikely event of Great Britain and 
France being defeated, the last bulwarks of 
safely and independence for the smaller 
countries would disappear and the Reich 
would be able to pick them off piecemeal just 
as it suited its book. German ambition !s 
for the complete domination of Europe. It 
always has been. During the last war there 
were published in Germany maps purporting 
to show the manner in which the whole of 























Europe would be divided in the event of 
Germany and her Allies winning. One in 

ticular showed the German intention of 
ividing all the territory between the Bay 
of Biscay in the west to the Ural mountains 
in the east practically equally with Austeia, 
‘as grandiose a scheme as any which Napoleon 
Buonaparte ever dreamt of. That is what. 
Europe has to expect if Germany succeeds 
in winning the present struggle, and there 
can be no gainsaying the fact that a German 
vielory means the disappearance of all the 
‘small Europcan nations incapable of defend- 
ing themselves against the German might 
which could easily overwhelm them. 

And thus reduced, what could they expect 
from their conquerors? Czechoslovakia and 
Poland are learning. Swift and ruthless 
‘suppression in which, to use the words of 
Count Raczynski, Polish Ambassador to Great 
Britain, “... human life has become the sport 
of ferocious ‘and bestial hangmen.” ‘Those 
words occur in a memorandum which the 
Count has presented to the British Govera- 
ment as a prelude to an official publication 
which will contain a tabulation of all the 
eruelties which have come to the knowledge 
of the Polish Government. It says inter 
alia — 

Never before, and nowhere else has an 
enemy treated’ with such ruthlessness the 
whole of a defenccless "population, upon 
which in cities, even villages there’ rained 
bombs, shells, and machinegun bullets. 

‘One would have thought that as soon as the 
whole country had been subjugated this lust 
for inflicting misery would have ecased. 

However the contrary has happened. 

While the property ‘of the population has 
become the object of unending robberies and 
fs boing seized on the spot from its owners, 
who together with their families are being 
evieted from thelr homes, so the entire 
population is being driven away from vast 
and ancient Polish areas, and human life has 
become the sport of ferocious and bestial 
‘hangmen, 

Tn all districts of western Poland leading 
citizens are being shot on after the other, 
fand their names are whispered. throughout 
the horrified country over their silent graves. 

‘Within the space of a single day there were 
Jailed and deported into the interior of Ger~ 
many all the’ professors of the ancient uni- 
versity of Cracow. 

"Thee are only the most glaring of the acts 
of violence that are being perpetrated amidst 
the incessant and general oppression of til- 
ons of people. 

‘National Socialist savagery is writing a new 
and ominous page in the history of German 
cruelty, which by its slaughter of the help- 
Tess outdoes the darkest memories of the past. 
‘The Germans will Icarn once more that by 
such acts one fains before the eyes of the 
‘World not greatness but contempt, not fame 
ut Infamy, not vietory but defeat. 

Following as this docs upon the reports of 
the manner in which the Czechs have becn 
treated in Bohemia, the ruthless suppression 
‘and the swift execution which has marked 
German policy in that area, what must small 
neutrals anticipate should the present struggle 
end in a: German victory? What of the 
terms of the peace inflicted upon Rumania 
during the last war, or those imposed upon 
Soviet Russia? The way of the vanquished 
when Germany is the conqueror has proved 
already to be hard. 

‘The world has seen the callous repression 
of the Czechs and the Poles, is witnessing 
the cynical attempt on the part of the Soviet 
to subjugate the Finns. Is it to be believed 
for one moment that a victorious Germany 
would be any more magnanimous than the 
present one which still has victory to secure ? 
A defeat for the Allies, and a victorious 
Germany running rampant over the face of 
Europe would inevitably mean that. those 
small nations, which in the past have fought 
for, and now chgrish their independence, 
would be swallowed in the Insatiable maw 
of a nation whose leaders know nothing ex~ 
‘cept that might is the only right which they 
care to acknowledge. That is indeed what 
Mr. Churchill told the world in his broad- 
cast on Saturday. The truth of his state- 
ments is incontestable. It is being daily 
demonstrated in those countries unfortunate 
‘enough to have been brought into subjection 
to Germany. ‘This lust for power which has 
kept Europe in a state of uneasiness for the 
ast seventy years still animates the policies 
of the German leaders, and the world today 
sees the spoliation of the vanquished exactly 
fas it was scen in the days of Attila. Mr. 
Winston Churchill was not inciting the 
smaller neutrals to enter the war. ‘That is 
not necessary, for they will be obliged 
‘sooner, or later to do so if Germany commits 
those breaches of their integrity which it 
is confidently expected she will do, and 
‘which, despite all allegations to the contrary, 
the disposition of a large proportion of her 
military forees places her in a position to 
do. ‘Those neutrals may have to suffer all 
the disasters of war until an Allied victory ; 
can restore to them that of which they will 
have been deprived. Peaceful submission to 
German demands will gain them nothing, | 
for whatever the Reich promised for such 
would not be fuifilled should it prove vie~ 
torious. It is as well that these things should | 
be said, for it appears there are still people 
in the world who hug the belief that after 
all a vietorious Reich might keep its promises. 
It needs to be said, again and again, that | 
the fate of the small countries of Europe 
depend upon Allied success, if that fate is 










































to be the continuance of their present in- 
tegrity. 


THE ASAMA MARU CASE 
Jan, 25. 

While Tokyo awaits a reply from London to 
the protest regarding the removal of Germans 
of military age from the steamer Asama Maru, 
the atmosphere is made all. the tenser by 
the anti-British demonstrations which are 
reported from Japan. Yet despite all the 
clamour and excitement, the issue raised by 
British action is perfectly simple, and one 
which should most certainly not have given 
rise to the present excitement. It has been 
made quite clear that the Japanese Govern- 
‘ment was informed of the action which it 
‘was proposed to take with regard to the men 
travelling in the Japanese vessel. ‘The 
Asama Maru was stopped in accordance with 
the precepts of international law, the men 
‘of military age removed, and the ship per- 
mitted to go on her way without further 
interference. There is not the slightest 
suggestion that the British Navy did not 
‘carry out its duty with the utmost courtesy. 
It was doing something in the exercise of 
belligerent rights which is not only recognized 
‘as perfectly lawful, but something which 
has actually been done by Germany in the 
Jcourse of present hostilities without com~ 
plaint by Great Britain, or the government 
of the neutral vessel then involved. In this 
last instance the Swedish vessel Kronprinses- 
san Margareta was stopped within sight of 
Sweden, and British fishermen removed by 
‘a German war vessel. In the case of the 
Asama Maru a group of Germans some of 
whom eame within the terms of the German 
‘conscription law were proceeding to Ger 
many via Siberia for the purpose of joining 
the fighting forces of their country. ‘The 
very fact of universal conscription in Ger- 
many makes all men of military age soldiers, 
‘and the fact that these men were proceeding 
fo their homeland for the purpose of doing 
their duty makes them just as much soldiers 
as if they had been travelling in uniform as 
small military unit. It is a matter of 
plain common sense that, if it is perfectly 
correct in a blockade to endeavour to prevent 
‘war supplies reaching the enemy, it is equal- 
ly proper to sock to prevent reinforcements 
doing the same thing. Men are just as much 
contraband of war in the circumstances as 
those materials which might be used in the 
manufacture of munitions. 

‘While it is difficult to cite cases quite on 
all fours with that of the Asama Maru, there 
have been enough precedents set to ‘estab- 
lish the general principles which in this 
instance have been adhered to, apart from 
|the fact that Germany has already done 
precisely the same thing. ‘There is the case 
of the vessel Trent during the American 
Civy War, when Confederate delegates, 
going to Europe in a British vessel for the 
purpose of raising funds for the South, were 
removed from the ship by the North Ameri- 
can fleet. There is the case of the str. 
China in the last war, when a number of 
‘enemy subjects wore ‘seized and removed 
to an internment camp in Hongkong. The 
case of the Sydney, a French vessel, from 
which three Americans going to China to 
assist her in the Sino-Japanese war were 
removed by the Japanese, has already been 
quoted, while the even more significant case 
of the British steamer Kowshing occurred 
in the course of the same campaign and 
needs to be remembered. This last instance 
while differing from the others in material 
particulars is of interest as showing exactly 
how far Japan herself has been prepared 
to prevent reinforcements reaching her 
enemy. On July 23, 1804, the British vessel 
Kowshing, belonging to. the Indo-China 
Steam Navigation Co, loft Taku with over 
1,200 Chinese troops on board destined for 
Korea. Two days later she was met by the 
‘Japanese cruiser Naniwa, under Captain 
Toxo, later to attain much’ fame as Admiral 
‘Togo, and stopped. The ship's papers were 
examined, and the Kowshing instructed (0 
follow the Naniwa. The troops on board 
mutinied and refused to allow the British 
captain and officers either to follow the 
Naniwa or leave the ship, whereupon after 
discharging a torpedo at her which missed, 
the Naniwa opened fire and sunk her. War 
between China and Japan was not declared 
until August 1, so that at the time Japan 
could not even’ claim belligerent rights in 
justification for sinking the neutral vessel. 
‘The British Foreign Office holding, however, 

















{that the war had actually commenced on 


July 23 at 4 am. when the Japanese invaded 
the Palace at Seoul, accepted the decision 
that the Japanese were within their rights 
in sinking a transport, even though it was a 
neutral vessel, in which enemy troops re- 
fused to surrender. 

It is also of importance to remember that 
in the course of the China Incident, the 
Japanese Navy has stopped and inspected 
British shipping, including the Rajprtana, 
and though it’ never actually occurred, 
it is not to be believed that if the Japanese 
had found emissaries of the — Chinese 
National Government on board they would 
have hesitated for one moment about taking 
them prisoner. The position of the British 
Government in this matter is perfectly clear. 
‘There has been a formal declaration of w: 
and it follows that the Allies are in full 
possession of belligerent rights, which in the 
circumstances it 

















that, with Germany in possession of a back 
door through Russia and across Siberia, the 
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blockade cannot be confined to Europe alone, 
‘and even though the amount of supplies she 
might receive over the trans-Siberlan Rai 
way may indecd be small, the Allies are 
quite within their rights to seck to prevent 
goods reaching Germany by that route, 
Hence the recent stopping and diversion of 
a Soviet steamer bound from Manila to 
Viadivostock with a cargo suspected to be 
contraband. Again it must be emphasized 
that Germany having universal conseription, 
all men of military age must be regarded 
as soldiers, even though there may be no 
indication of the units to which they may 
belong, and if British fishermen on a neu 
tral vessel are liable to be captured, so must 
also enemy soldiers travelling on a neutral 
ship, even though that vessel is Japanese. Tt 
surely cannot be contended that if contra- 
band of war destined for Germany is carried 
in Japanese bottoms it is immune from 
seizure, for if indeed that could possibly be 
the case, then the Japanese could expect to 
be allowed to carry cargoes of war material 
through the Allied blockade which it would 
thereby render completely impotent, ‘This 
Proposition has merely’ to be stated to 
demonstrate ils own absurdity. It is to be 
regretted that what after all is merely an 
ordinary process of war should have aroused 
such great resentment, especially when it is 
shown that Great Britain has in the past 
adopted a more obliging linc than is now 
taken by the Japanese Government, ‘The 
method of procedure has been correct, and 
courteous in every respect, and there can be 
no real ground for criticism. 























THE U.S, MAILS 
Jan, 26. 

‘The revelations, by the British Ministry of 
Economie Warfare, concerning the manner in

than_ $270,000, cheques and drafts valued at 
V.8.9425,000, 'U. 'S. currency amounting. to 
$8,900 and sterling £17,000 have thus been 
infereepted, While Industrial diamonds worth 
more than’ ‘£2,000,000 were found in. the 
letter post, but as the bulk was addressed to 
neutral counteies they were allowed to pro 
ced. It was obvious, trom some of the other 
Aiscoveries made in the course of examining 
the U. S, mail, that packets were addressed 
to people in neutral countries though their 
ultimate destination was Germany, and from 
the vast amount of evidence whieh has been 
accumulated it is apparent that pro-German 
interests. inthe United States “have been 
‘making use of the postal service as the best 
means" of giving assistance to. Germany. 
Such a practice, calculated to defeat in part, 
{even if not. wholly, the Allied economie wat 
fare is Just as mich a breach of neutrality 
as if an attempt were made by American 
cargo shipping to force the Allied blockade, 
and there is much to support the view that 
the, Allies ave entitied in view ofthe evidence, 
{0 take such stops as may seem. proper to 
them by. terminating practices. which arc 
caleulated to thwart the end which they have 
in view. ‘The despatch of marks to Germany, 
is undoubtedly designed for the purpose of 
fiving Germany forelg exchange in. banks 
Jn America, The sender purchases Marks at 

Gorman banke or ageney, and a record of 
the “purchase. is forwarded to" Germany, 
where the receiver eashes it, German, banks 
and ayeneles receiving the value therefore in 
foreign exchange which may sooner. or later 
be devoted to the purposes of the Reich, 

It las to be remembered that in the United 
States there is a very. substantial proportion 
of the poptiation which is cither Gorman 
descent ‘or of German sympathy. Men and 
women, perfectly good citizens of Americ 
have relatives still living in the Reieh, an 
other bonds still connecting them with the 
ld world, which have not yet ‘been eradie~ 
jated by the flux of time. First and foremost 
‘they may be excellent citizens of the United 
States, yet secondarily Germany is still the 
home of their forebears. It is only to be 
expected that they will do their wlmost to 
assist their relations and friends 10 last out 
the strangichold whieh the Allies are. per= 
fecting on German cconomie life. ‘They’ are 
Actuated by motives which ean be fully une 
ferstood, and with which there must be con= 
siderable sympathy. ‘There are, as well as 
these, German agents, ofeal as’ well ns une 
offical, who are doing their utmost to. eit= 
fcumvent the Allied blockade, There ean be 
‘no possible complaint that they should be 
doing so. as Jong as they commit no breach 
of American neutrality. Nevertheless it does 
ot matter how proper their conduct may 
‘be from" the point. of view of American 
domestic legality: the fact is that they are 
Ssccking to circumvent the Allied. blockade. 
It follows that Great Britain and. Franco 
must take steps to render nugatory the effect 
fof these attempts, andthe only manner in 
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contraband smuggled into Germany by such 
means might not be great compared with what 
is being stopped by the blockade, military 
necessity demands that every trickling stream 
of such goods, exchange or information should 
be checked, ‘lest in the sum total it re~ 
presents more assistance to Germany than 
‘the Allies could wisely permit. The ex- 
‘amination of U. S. mail cousigned to Ger- 
many in neutral bottoms at ports to which 
the vessels have been diverted for the pur= 
pose of examination of cargoes in connection 
with the blockade is, on the face of it, no 
more than the logical completion of the’ in~ 
tention with which the diversion was first 
arranged for. 

‘Though it has been claimed that there is 
an immunity from such a practice on the 
part of the letter mail, it is not claimed that 
‘the same applies to parcel mail. ‘The Allied 
view is that there is no immunity for either 
class of postal matter, as both provide a 
channel whereby intelligence and substantial 
assistance can be given to the enemy. ‘The 
British reply to the American protest over 
‘these examinations and confiscations has not 
yet been presented, and until its terms are 
made known there’ can only be speculation 
fas to what the attitude of the Allies will be 
on the matter, Obviously it cannot be the 
wish of either Great Britain or France unduly 
to antagonize public opinion in the United 
States. ‘The information issued by the 
Ministry of Economic Warfare, it is hoped, 
will be widely published in America for it 
clearly establishes the reasons why present 
procedure becames necessary, and why, to a 
very large extent, it should’ be adhered to. 
A counsel of perfection would be for the 
‘United States to censor its own mail, but to 
do so would in fact constitute a departure 
from the principles of naturality upon which 
Congress and the people insist, even if the 
censorship were equally directed against 
Whatever improper use of the mails the 
Allies might be responsible for, if any. Yet 
‘the position appears to be this : if the United 
States permits its mail bags to be used for 
the purpose of evading the Allied blockade 
of Germany, that in itself must be an un- 
neutral proceeding ; if it docs not take steps 
ilself to prevent the practice, that also is un= 
neutral, while if it does the same reproach 
may with justice be levelled. “On the whole 
of the fact, therefore, the conclusion to be 
drawn is that what the Allies are doing at 
the moment is the best solution of the 
problem, for which it can with safety be said, 
that whereas German naval action means 
tho destruction of neutral mail, that of the 
Allies at the most means a certain’ delay, 
‘and the prevention of contraband reaching 
Its intended destination, 











U.S. AND JAPAN 
Jan, 27, 

With the expiry, yesterday, of the six 
months' notice given by the United States of 
the termination of the American-Japanese 
‘Treaty of Commerce, and the failure of the 
two governments to arrive at a modus vivendi 
to take the place of the now defunct inst 
ment, there has been a further deterioration 
in the relations between thé two nations. If 
the denunciation itself was a surprise, it is 
even more surprising that during the last six 
months no real advance was made towards 
improving the understanding between Wash- 
ington and Tokyo ; little if any progress was 
made towards the settlement of the hundreds 
of outstanding questions which have arisen 
a8 a result of Japanese activities in China 
‘and the situation may safely be regarded as 
just a8 bad now as it was six months ago. 
‘There is no need to seek to apportion the 
blame for that fact. though It is quite clear 
{that internal preoccupations, rather than re- 
uetanee to come to some arrangement, were 
responsible for the failure of the Abe Cabinet 
{0 bring about a satisfactory adjustment, and 
it remains to be. scon whether Admiral 
Yonai's administration will be any more 
successful, If there was ever any doubt in 
‘Tokyo as to whether the United States’ Gov- 
ernment meant business when it announced 
the abrogation of the Treaty in question, it 
should by now have been dispelled, and,” as 
the Washington “Post” has said, yesterday 
commenced a new, and significant chapter 
in tho history of relations between the United 
States, and Japan. ‘The promise given by 
the Abe Cabinet to reopen the Yangtze to 
third-party shipping, and the extension of 
wharfage facilities at Tsingtao are neither 
of them substantial, nor important enough to 
bring about any reo1 change in the American 
attitude, and, no longer feltered by the terms 
of the dead Treaty, the United States are now 
free to take whatever steps their Government 
may consider necessary to bring about an im- 
provement in the Pacifte which is manifestly 
Jong overdue. ‘The initiative rests in the 
hands of the Japanese Government and it is 
reported from Washington that the general 
feeling there is that any move to convert 
trade relations between the two countries 
from a purely transitory basis must come 
from ‘Tokyo. 

‘What steps, if any, the Japanese Govern- 
ment will take to remedy ‘the existing state 
of iuffairs remains to be seen. ‘The altitude 
of the American Government has been quite 
plain ever since the Ambassador to Tokyo, 
‘Mr. Joseph C. Grew made his sensational 
speech last year. At the time notice 
of abrogation was given the outbreak 





























of the European war was not anticipated, 
‘and the Japanese Government regarded the 
American action with rather less anxicty 
than it does now. ‘The war meant that the 
European countries would do less trade with 
Japan than before, and the United States, 
Japan's best customer, was looked to to 
‘continue that commerce and possibly increase 
it, thus offsetting what was likely to be lost 
in Europe. ‘That has had the effect of con- 
siderably "strengthening Washington's hand 
and the denunciaticn of six months ago has 
proved more formidable than it was at first 
thought it would be. Despite the furore oc- 
casioned by the seizure of the Germans on 
board the Asama Maru, the Japanese Press 
has not neglected this important question in- 
volving Japan's diplomatic, and commercial 
relations with the United ‘States, and it is 
reported that so far as the Press is concerned 
the Japanese attitude towards the United 
States has stiffened considerably. The 
"Kokumin Shimbun” describes the failure of 
the United States to respond favourably to 
‘Japan's efforts to effect a new treaty as “an 
exceedingly unfriendly act.” ‘The Govern- 
ment of the United States ean very well reply 
that the present state of affairs between the 
two countries has been brought about by the 
actions of Japan in China and the continued 
deprivation of American citizens of their 
very apparent rights in China and Man- 
choukuo over a period of no less than eight 
years. Judged in that light the United States 
have displayed a great degree of forbearance, 
‘and if relations with Japan fail to show im- 
Provement the responsibility will not lie at 
Washington's door. ‘The attitude which the 
American Government has adopted is one of 
‘waiting to sce what contribution the Japanese 
Government is prepared to. make towards 
meeting those very just demands which the 
United States have from time to time put 
forward, and in dealing with which Tokyo 
has displayed considerable dilatoriness. 

‘The “Yomiuri’s” claim, that though the 
expiry of the treaty is no cause for panic, 











should not wield a powerful weapon before 
‘Japan's nose, docs not represent a very 
realistic approach to a serious problems, it 
is true that the United States Government 
has placed itself in a position to enforce 
‘economic pressure upon Japan, but that has 
been rendered necessary by Tokyo's failure 
to do justice to American representations, 
and is the only means of exerting the neces 
sary pressure short of resort to warfare, 
which it is imperative in the interests of 
Japan, and the United States should be 
‘avoided. ‘The denunciation of the treaty is, 
therefore, to be regarded as the acquiring 
by the United States of a bargaining point 
which was not available so long as the treaty 
continued in foree. It is not to be believed 
that the United States would lightly refuse 
{o enter into another one with Japan, though 
it has been clear that they will not do so 
until all outstanding questions between the 


of the way. Thus the expiry of the notice 
fof termination emphasizes the fact that 
Washington is viewing Japanese policy in 
Asia in a completely realistic light. “It is not 
content to accept further promises, and as- 
‘suranees, knowing that so many which have 
been given in ‘the past have not yet 
‘materialized in fulfiment. In all probabi 
ity trade between the two countries will con 
tinue as before, providing there are_real 
endeavours made to give the United States 
that satisfaction in Asia, which they expect, 
‘and to which they are definitely entitled. To 
disrupt such a trade except for very grave 
reasons would indicate a state of diplomatic 
bankruptcy on both sides, which it cannot be 
believed does in fact exist. It should not 
be beyond the powers of the representatives 
of both countries to come to a satisfactory 
‘arrangement even at this late hour, but it 














will most certainly require on the ‘part of 
the Japanese Government a more realistic

roach to the very real situation which 
rican action has brought about.

RICKSHAW RENTALS 
Jan, 29, 

‘The question as to whether the increases, 
granted to rickshaw owners for the daily 
rental of their vehicles, and the permission 
to pullers to charge a minimum of 10 cents 
instead of the former eight, are satisfactory 
or not, can only be ascertained after a close 
examination of the prevailing conditions, and 
8 full realization of their effect upon. the 
daily lives of a very important seetion of the 
community, namely, the public, which travels 
by public Tickshaw. ‘The Municipal Council 
appears to have been considerably impressed 
by the owners’ claim that increased cost of 
‘materials makes their rickshaws more ex- 
pensive. There is something to be said for 
contention, but there is a grave pos- 

‘that too much weight has been given 
to it. With a rickshaw costing $100 and let 
‘out at a daily rental of 77 cents as hitherto, 
it is a matter of simple arithmetic to arrive 
at the conclusion that a rickshaw pays for 
itself in the short period of approximately 
130 days. Costing $145, and being hired out

vat 83 cents per diem, the same veblele pays 
“for itself in 174 days, afler which except for 
fmalatenanee, the cost of which Judging from

inconsiderable number of years. The’ value 
of the rickshaw owner's fnvestment may more 
Feadily be realized when it is understood 
that, Under the old Tates of charging, 177 
per cent, per annum profit is made during 
the first ygar on the original investment of 
$100 and, on the charges which have ‘now 
been improved, approximately 107 per cent. 
For the second and succeeding years the Dro- 
fis are 277 and 207 per cent. respectively. 
‘The owners, it must be remembered, have 
already received the cost of their original 
investment back. “Prom these figures it is 
apparent that the hiring of rickshaws to the 
Pullers is a highly lucrative business, and 
That there is not as yet_much. reason for 
shedding tears over the increased ‘costs of 
which the rickshaw owners appear to, have 
made so convincing a case before the Muni 
‘pal Council. 

These Increased costs can comfortably be 
borne by the owners without any very great 
soerifice when the total life of the rickshaw 
is taken into consideration, and there is, from 
this point of view, very lite reason why the 
Increase to thom ‘should have been granted. 
On the face of It the permission to the pul- 
Jers to charge a. minimum fee increased by 
twwenty-ive per cent, would scem satisfactory, 
but It may’ be doubted whether thls does 
in fact cover the Increased cost ot living for 
them, and, what is even more important, whe- 
ther it doce in fact lead to any real increase 
in income to them. It may be safely sald 
that if indeed this alteration doce mean. re- 
uneration for his labours it does not entire- 
ly meet the puller’s needs, but there is a 
very grave danger that this increase may 
involve a diminition of hs dally income, be- 
cause of would-be fares’ reluctance 10 pay, 
{higher charges. It may readily be admitted 

that so far as foreigners are concerned the 
Increase makes no difference one way of the

‘than the minimum charges.” That, however, 
is not true of the Chinese fares, who form 
by far the greater proportion of the pullers’ 


the difference between whether many Chinese 
avail themselves of the pullers’ services, oF 
not, for substantial numbers will prefer to 
walk rather than lay out the additional sum, 
‘There is every reason to believe then that 
the increase of the minimum charge will not 
‘only not benefit the rickshaw puller, but work 
very considerably to his disadvantage, or, 
obliging him still to dicker with his fares, 
eave him precisely where he was before. 
‘Added to all this is the lamentable condition 
of the small currency question, by reason of 
which many people who would normally be 
riding in riekshaws do not do so because of 
the shortage of means wherewith to pay the 
fares. It may be safely sald that the connce~ 
tion between the small currency question and 
the use of various types of public convey 
ance is so close and important that no real 
solution of such questions as these increases 
can possibly be reached without some form 
of currency reform. 

It is not dificult to sce why this is s0. 
Small currency being only obtainable at a 
premium it follows that in fact the fare 
paying a ten cent note as the puller’s 
minimum eharge does in fact pay more, and 
the familiar old law of diminishing returns 
coming into operation the condition of the 

ickshaw puller can only be expected to be~ 
come worse. Obviously the present pro- 
fiteering on small currency notes will have 
to be stopped if any real benefit is to accrue 
to the rickshaw puller. That is only one 
case in point. It must surely be realized that 
these premia constitute a grievous tax on 
all the tremendous amount of small trade 
which is incvitable in a land where the 
standard of living is so low. For this reason 
it is suggested that in the changes which the 
Municipal Council have sanctioned no real 
attempt has been made to solve the very 
serious problem with which the Internation 
al Settlement is now faced, and which may 
become even more serious’ as. time passe 
Indeed it is contended that in some reform 
of the small currency system is to be found a 
solution of many of the evils which 
beset the under-privileged classes, and that 
a bold, statesmanlike handling of the situation 
is the only manner in which adequate relief 
can be obtained. There can be no sympathy 
with the rickshaw owner. The figures quoted 
above clearly indicate that he is being still 
too generously dealt with, and that he is 
boing permitted to batten on the industrious 
ness of a very inarticulate and deserving class 
of man. It would have been preferable if 
‘the Council had commenced to tackle this 
‘question from its more obvious aspects. A 
scheme has been put forward in this column 
whereby the present unfortunate state of the 
small currency matter could be easily ad~ 
justed with enormous benefit to those people 
who must inevitably suffer increasingly if no 
reform is made. Not one convincing argu- 
ment has been put forward as to why 
should not be done, and it may reasonably be 
argued that the sooner it is put into opera~ 
tion the better will it be all round. The 
peace and good order of the Settlement may 
jn the long run completely depend upon it, 
and that raises the question of the Council's 
responsibility which cannot lightly be dis~ 
regarded. 
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HANGING FIRE 
Jan. 30. 


Within the next few days the war will 
have lasted five months, and there are ine 
ications that the stagnation on land, which 
thas been one of the principal features of the 
hostilities, will come to an end, by action 
taken by one side or the other.” In Britain 
it is to be noted that there is a certain 
section of public opinion which demands 
rather more action than has been seen up 
to the present, while even in Germany there 
is much. of the same sort of feeling displayed, 
‘Mr. Winston Churehill, in his speech at Man- 
chester on Saturday, is reported to have said 
‘that the day would’ come when Herr Hitler 
would be wondering on which occasion he 
would be struck next, and this is now 
taken as the first time’a British statesman 
hhas announced that the war of expectancy 
‘would soon be over. From that it is to be 
deduced that during the past five months the 
perfecting of the Allied fighting machine 
hhas progressed so rapidly that very shortly 
they would be ready to embark on greater, 
and perhaps more important activities. Yet 
in the same speech the First Lord makes 
it clear that an even greater expansion of 
all forms of activity is being contemplated, 
and that the time is not far distant when 
the whole life of the British nation and 
Empire will be consecrated to the successful 
conclusion of this present struggle, ‘The Ger= 
man machine which has been working at 
wartime speed for the past three years: is 
reported to be incapable of much expansion 
now, having long ago. reached "its peak 
while the Allies have still plenty of margin 
in hand for the attainment of even greater 
results than have up to the present been 
‘secured, and there is every reoson to be- 
Meve that the resort to ‘greater military 
activity will not occur until the Allies are In 
2 position to meet every demand whigh the 
outbreak of actual fighting on land will make, 
It will be remembered that there were oc- 
casions during the last war when the 
exigencies of fighting made demands upon 
the supply of munitions, etc,, which could 
not for a time be met, and that movements 
which should have been successful were held 
up for lack of material at the critical 
moment, 

‘Those’ experiences have not been wasted, 
and the lesson has been thoroughly well 
earned that the fabrication of all the neces 
saries for carrying out an active military 
campaign must be at a rate capable of Alling 

1 requirements and obviating occasional 
shortages. ‘The work of accelerating the 
Allied industrial machine to the tempo of 
‘war is by no means an easy task, and it is 
jelear from what Mr. Churchill has said that 
‘much more will have to be done, so many 
more men and“women absorbed’ into the 
manufacture of war material that whatever 
offensive may be contemplated by the Allies 
will probably have to wait some time yet. 
What is s0 amazing is that Herr Hitler has 
held his hand so long. All ideas of a 
Blitzkrieg appear to have been abandoned, 
chiefly beeause now there can be no such 
thing against the Allies, ‘The clement of 
surprise ‘can no longer exist, save perhaps 
as to where the Nazis will strike if indeed 
they intend to do so. If they do thoy will 
find the Allies"in a state of preparedness, 
which has only been made possible by the 
hesitancy of the Reich to assume the offen 
sive, and every day that passes without that 
being done is Just one more favourable day 
fo the Allies in their task of preparing for 
all emergencies. If Herr Hitler himself doos 
not realize it, his commanders do, that an 
offensive against the Maginot Line will prove 
‘an expensive matter, so expensive that suc 
cess in breaching it'may be so costly as to 
deprive the Reich of whatever slender 
hopes of victory it might have had. That 
appears to be equally true of the prospects 
of the Allies attacking, and breaking through 
the Siegfried Line, but while it is no part 
of their policy to infringe the territorial in- 
tegrity of neighbouring neutrals, the con- 
Sinued strangulation of Germany's economic 
life through the blockade makes it more 
necessary for Herr Hitler to seek an carly 
decision’ than it does for the Allies. With 
Europe in the grip of a cold wave such as 
has not been witnessed for many decades 
past there is little “chance of the war do 
veloping into greater action in the immediato 
future, and it is apparent that neither side 
will be anxious to assume the initiative untit 
climatic conditions are far more favourable 
to it than they are at present. 

It may readily be assumed that, before an 
attempt is made to embark upon a war of 
movement, the struggle for the mastery of 
the air will have to be decided. ‘The fact 
that Horr Hitler did not carry out his often 
professed intention of bombing the Allies 
from the alr has caused no small amount 
of wonder. It was part of the scheme em- 
ployed against Poland, and would seem to 
be the best means of opening hostilities 
against the Allies. It has not been adopted 
against them because they are in a better 
position to retaliate than ever the Poles were, 























it | That power of retaliation is growing speedily 


day by day, and in all probability it is the 
knowledge that the Allies are able to inflict 
just the same destruction upon the military 
objectives behind the German lines as he is 
able to do behind the Allics’ that he has 
up to the present held his hand. There will 
not be much support amongst the Allies for 
the contentions of such men as Messrs. 
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‘William B. Amery and H. G. Wells that the 
Allies should commence by bombing Berlin. 
It is desirable that they should avoid the 
stigma of having initiated the aerial cam- 
Paign by any such means. It will be lime 
enough when the Reich has added to the 
enormous burden of guilt it already carries, 
by indulging bombing of Allied cities, for 
Great Britain and France to embark upon re- 
prisals in kind, ‘The knowledge that they 
fare in a position to do so, and will do so 
should occasion arise has ‘undoubtedly had 
restraining effect upon Herr Hitler and his 
myrmidons, but it has been made quite ap- 
parent since the beginning of the war that 
their reluctance has been engendered by no 
sense of humanity or respect for the 
ordinarily decent canons of warfare. Men 
who will order the indiscriminate sinking 
of shipping ond the slaughter of civilian 
Passengers irrespective of nationality are 
Rot expected to become suddenly mealy- 
mouthed over a continuance of their evil 
practices, and ft is only to be assumed 
that it is ‘the certainty that whatever they 
do against the Allies will in turn be done 
‘against them, which has held up the acrial 
offensive that must be the prelude to the 
opening of actual fighting on land. 


AROUND THE WORLD 


Finns Fight On 


‘There has been no faltering in the magnifiernt 
resistance which the Finns have consiatently. put 
up against Soviet. Russia's Invation of thelr 
territory. The attempt with large. masses of 
troops to turn the Mannerheim Line has up to 
the present met with no success whatever, and 
the Finns. by taeties suitable to the terrain, and 
the genius of the people, 
hold "en to positions wh 
have bern’ expected to collapse under, the 
ghormous pressure of men, and "material 
launched against them. ‘The large Russian foree 
‘whieh has tem surrounded by. the Finns for 
some days past received another severe blow 
when a supply coltimn of 400 ears was destroyed 
by the Finns, depriving them of much wanted 
supplies. and’ obliging them to depend on the 
small quantities of food and material whieh can 
be dropped to them by parachute, ‘There is 
every possibility that In the not too distant 
future this body of Russians ‘will be foreed to 
surrender, for short of food and oth: material, 
they are enduring hardships which it would be 
aimficult to parallel. The conferring of decors 
tlons upen Red soldiers for their “ood conduet™ 
at the Finnish front is to be regarded purely as 
‘4 domestic propaganda stunt designed to convey 
the Impression (o the masses in Russia that all 
fg well in this campaign against Finland, and 
that, far from being defeated, the Soviet ‘arms 
are ‘sceuring ‘vietories, ‘There have from time 
to time bein roports’ that very. considerable 
anxiety has ween betrayed by the people of 
Leningrad nd Moscow over the way in which 
the campaign has been going. It has not proved 
tu be the walk-over that M, Stalin apparently 
fancled It would be, and for the comparatively. 
alight advances which they have made into 
Finnish territory the Russians have been forced 
to pay most heavily. ‘That is most unlikely” to 
make the Soviet Government change its policy’, 
for it is now so deeply committed that the loss 
fof prestige attendant upon admission of defeat 
Would be so great that there Is a possibilty of 
the whole governmental structure toppling In 
such an event. Abroad that prestige has already 
been lost, and the much” vatinted Russian 
military machine shown to be the poor tool it 
Was never believed it could possibly be. ‘The 
Blowing stories of Sovizt discipline, efficiency 
fnd”strategy with which the world was fed. in 
Fecent years have been proved to be myths, and 
even Herr Hitler and. his accomplices must 
wonder how much they have gained by their 
betrayal of the Anti-Komintern Pact, 


Childish Propaganda 


‘The one pleasing feature about the loss of 
the Italian liner Orazio is that fortunately the 
casualty list was smal," though there must 
always be regret that so fine a vessel has come 
fo such an end. What is of particular interest 
fs the manner in which the German propaganda 
machine has selzed upon the unhappy incident 
for the purpose of endeavouring to blacken the. 
French in the eyes of Italy, by suggesting that 
the outbreak on board the Orazio was the re- 
sult of sabotage committed by sailors of the 
French scareh party which had boarded the 
vessel practically twenty-four hours before.

WO days after the N.Y.K, passenger liner, Asama Maru, was 


boarded by a British naval

moved to a British cruiser, the Indo-China Steam Navigation 
Company’s Wingsang, was stopped by a Japanese warship, boarded 
by an officer and naval ratings and held for over 15 hours before 
allowed to proceed on her voyage. 

‘This news was revealed for the first time in Shanghai yesterday 
when the Wingsang arrived in port from Hongkong. The board- 
ing of the vessel, it was revealed, had taken place on the evening 
‘of Jan, 23, three miles south of Matsu Island, the Wingsang being 
on her regular trip from Hongkong to Shanghai at the time. 


According to Capt. S. J. Barden, 
master of the Jardine vessel, who 
made a report 10 his employers and 
to the British naval and Consular 
authorities. shortly after his arrival 
here, the ship was proceeding at her 
usual speed off Matsa Island when 
she was signalled at 836 pm. on 
Jan, ‘23 by” the Japanese warship, 
‘which wag believed to be a mine- 
laying destroyer, 

‘Two shots 

‘The Wingsang stopped at once, At 
582 pm, a blank shot was fred yeross 
her bows and this was followed two 
minutes Inter by another shot, despite 
the fact that the vessel had stopped. 
‘The Japanese vessel then ordered the 
‘Wingsang to anchor and this, was 
done at 608 pm, Tt is not known 
‘whether the shots fired were blanks 
or not but investigations are being 
made to determine th 

‘Then another order came from the 
warship for the Wingsang to close in, 
‘This was obeyed and the Wiogvang 
anchored again gt 0.3. Nearly an 
hour later—at 7.05 pim—one officer, 
accompanied by an interpreier who, 
spoke Chinese, believed to be either 
8 Korean or a Formosan, and 21 
aval ratings, all armed, boarded the 








‘The ship's register was produced 
en Capt. Barden’s, orders and was 
shown to the boarding officer, Capt. 
Barden was then questioned and was 
‘told that the boarding officer was 
going to search the ship. Capt. 
Barden protested against this but the 
ship was searched for about halt an 
hour. No cargo, however, was ex- 
amined and the captain was again 
questioned after the search. 


‘Asama Maru Reference 


Capt. Barden was then asked oy the 
boarding oMcer if he hed “heard 
about the Asama Maru," to which 
he replica ‘that he had not,” ‘The 
boarding omeer then pointed out that 
the Asama Maru had been stopped 
by a British warship and 20 German 
passengers had been taken off, 

Next the boarding ofleer asked tor 
a written statement to the effect that 
the captain had given permission to 
search the ship but this was refused. 
Capt. Barden replied that he would 
be willing to give a statement to the 
effect that the ship had been search~ 
ed by a Japanese armed force under 
protest. At 1145, the boarding offlcer 
eft the ship afler giving the captain 
fan order that the Wingsang should 
not leave, If she did so, he said, 
‘the Japanese ship would fire on her. 

‘At midnight on January 23 the 
Wingsang asked permission to sail 
but this request was refused by the 
Japanese ship.

Details of Exciting Trip from Changsha to Ningpo 
Given; Follow Route Described in N.C.D.N. 


Shanghai, Jan, 28. 


LOOKING more like 9 group of bearded lumberjacks from the 
wilds of the Canadian Rockies than trim sailors of H.M. Navy, 
Lieutenant O. R, Barr, Surgeon-Lieutenant V. J. R. Sheridan, and 
twenty-seven enlisted men, members of the crew of the British 
gunboat Sandpiper, arrived in Shanghai in the 4s, Dahpu at 7 
‘am, yesterday, after completing an arduous overland trip from 
‘Shangsha, in Hunan province, to the coastal city of Ningpo. The 
party arrived in Ningpo at 1am, on January 25 afler a ten-day 
trip of over 900 miles by motor launch, train, truck, rickshaw 
and lighter, sailing from that port at 1 p.m. on Jan. 26 for Shanghai, 


The Uittle fleet moved off from| 
Hengyang on the morning of January 
17 with Lieut. Orr, commanding the, 
expedition, on board the flagship,

At Kian the party had the good 
fortune to obtain more comfortable 
eraft and they changed to five 
covered trucks and steamed full 
Jspeed ahead for Hsinkuo after a 
night's rest in Kinn. ‘The roads 
‘were excellent all the way, Lieut. 
‘Orr said, and they averaged about 
20 knots’ over the route. Arriving

‘The party quit the trucks at 
Yintang ‘and entrained for Xinhua’ 
where they arrived in the early 
hours of January 23. While they 
were waiting for breakfast in Xinhua 
the air raid alarm was sounded but 
no. bombs were dropped nor were 
any aircraft sighted. They left 
Kinhua at 1 in the afternoon in 
five fast trucks and. pushed on for 
Kichow. By strange coincidence, 
Kinhua was one of the three towns 
in which Dr. Greene was startled by 
Jair rald alarms duting his trip over- 
land.

German Stowaways 


Flee Sabang 


Shanghal, Jan, 24. 

‘The four German stowaways who 
were taken ‘off the Japanese ss. 
Kurvshime Maru after the freighter’s 
arrival in Shanghai at 8.15 a.m. on 
January 22 were part of the crews of 
‘ave German steamers which are tak. 
ing refuge in the Netherland East 
Indies port of Sabang, the “North- 
China Daily News" learned yesterday. 
‘The four German seamen were taken 
off the Japanese vessel by the Customs 
River Police and handed over to the 
German Consul-General in Shanghai 
after passing through quarantine, 

‘Two of the German vessels taying 
tow in the Dutch port at the North- 
en tip of Sumatra are believed to be 
the Linden Hall and the Monie Rick- 
mers of the Rickmers Line, while two 
others are Hamburg-Amerika Line 
vessels, ‘The five ships have been ly- 
Ing in’ Sabang since the outbreak of 
the war on September 3 last year. 

‘The Kurushime Maru, a 3,000-ton 
freighter, was chartered by the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha, Ltd, to bring cargo 
from Sabang to Shanghal. Before 
sailing from Sabarg the skipper of 
the Kurushime Maru, Captain B. 
Hariuchi, put off Gfleen German sea- 
men who had. stowed away in his 
‘ship to come to Shanghai; evidently 
the four who arrived here on January 
22 managed to escape notice until 
the ship was out to sca.

Captain Harluchi endeavoured to 
put the four men ashore at his rst 
port of call, Keelung, Formosa. The 
authorities there refused to accent 
‘them and he had to proceed to Shank 
haiwith his non-paying passengers.

Since underground gasolene tanks 
‘and stationary pumps are often found 
to be inconvenient, and in order to 
discourage the indiscriminate use of 
drums, cans and other unsuitable 
containers for the handling of gaso- 
ene, the Shanghai Municip: Couneit 
has ‘approved of the use of portable 
wheeled gasolene tanks and pumps 
subject to a maximum capacity of 
0 gallons, 

Accordingly, the use of portable 
wheeled asolene tanks and. pumps 
will be governed by the following 
regulation: 














Duildings shall exceed sixty 1 
capacity. Tanks shall be of iron or 
steel, at least 3/10ths inch Usiek, with 
all openings at the top and sercened 
(preferably by 40 x 10, but not less 
than 30x 30, non-corrodible 
mesh or its equivalent.) 
shall be rubber tyred and tanks 
bbe $0 hung as not to be tiable to be 
tipped over in ordinary 
iquids shall be drawn from tanks 
bby means of tight sting pumps.

Crude Conditions

‘was formerly in Chapel. One modern 
plant for the production of electric

‘companies are carrying on their 
manufacture through contracting out 
to smaller enterprises. Anew. soft 
drinks factory and anew brewery 
have begun operations. A. biscuit 
‘company formerly in the Eastern dis- 
{trict has built and is operating a new 
plant in the Western disiriet, and the 
trade generally in locally made bis- 
culls and sweetmeat manufacture has 
been brisk. 

Flour mills report production at 
the end of the year is diminished in

‘The first meeting this year of tho 
General Committee of the. British

‘The object of the En- 
Aowment Fund was to collect a sum 
which would be invested and the 
Income from which would be applied 
as a help towards the maintenaneo 
‘of ‘the London organization.

‘The question had been raised as to 
what should be done with the money 
supposing the time came when it was 
no longer required for the purpose 
named.

December Health 
Report Issued 


‘Shanghal, Jan, 23. 
‘The Commissioner of Pubite health, 
| SMC., reports for ‘December thai 
| judging by relurns of notifiable dis- 
‘eases, the month was a very quiet 
‘one. “Tuberculosis which appears 10 
hhave no pronounced seasonal sncld- 
ence did not show much variation, but 
| malaria declined rapidly, while cere~ 
brospinal fever, smalipox, and measles, 
j Were practically absent. Typhoid still 
Femained far too prevalent but also 
showed a slight seasonal decrease, 
In ‘consequence the two Chinese 
Teolation Hospitals, with a total of 152, 
| admissions, experienced a compara- 
tively’ slack period though it Is im- 
Possible to predict how long sueh 
desirable state of affairs may con- 
tinue, since the peak of an epidemic 
is commonly reached within a few 
weoks of the first signs of an increase 
In notified eases. Tt is probabte that 
the unusually mild weather which 
thas prevailed during the» present 
winter may have held. in eheck, 
temporarily at least. those commun 
Jeable diseases which are associated 
‘with. overerowding and spread. by 
Groplet infection. 

‘Communicable Diseases. —Typhoid 
fever decreased slightly towards the 
fend of the month 102 Chinese and 
20 foreign cases being notified as 
against 138 and 37 respectively dur- 
ing November. Of 20 foreign cases, 
15 were Japanese and only eight had 
‘ever received any prophylaxie in 
‘culations. ‘Two Chinese. smallpox 
‘eases were notified, but no foreign or 
Chinese deaths occurred. Malaria 
showed a sudden drop ax compared 
‘with Inst month, 39" cases were 
folifed of which 27 occurred amongst 
residents of the Eastern District. 
‘Typhus fever increased slightly 
amongst the foreign community: eight 
‘eases notified, six of which were 
German Jewish refugees. 


‘Refugees Repalriated 
‘The number of Chinese refugees 
n camps in December totalled 22,978, 
shewing a decrease of 2,620 as com- 
pared with the preceding month, 
‘This is due to repatriation measures 
carried out by the Parent organiza 
tions. In the Yenping Road area, 
four camps have been evacuated, but 
seven camps not previously controlled 
by this Department have now been 
ineluded for daily supervision, mak- 
ing (otal of 28 camps. The 
‘amalgamation of smaller camps. is 
continuing, and the Tunsin Road Camp 
now accommodates 15,000 refugees, 
whilst the Yu ‘Tang Chekiang Road 
Camp whieh is being further enlarged 
now houses 6,000. ‘The 
[Communicable Disease 
remains very low. 

‘In the six Jewish Refugee Camps, 
‘2 total of 2832 refugees are

yhas been satisfactory, and very few 
‘cases of communieable disease have 
been notified. 

Disposal of Corpses—1,760 corpses 
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Rickshaw Rental 
Up 6 Cents a Day

‘The Shanghai Municipal Couneit 
has ‘recently had under considera- 
tion an application from the Rick- 
shaw Owners’ Association for an 
Inerease in the rental charge to the 
Puller. The amount of the rental 
charge docs not only affect the inter 
fests of owners and pullers, but also 
IS necessarily related to the charge 
‘made to the” public for travelling in 
Flekshawes. After” avery careful 
review of all the factors the Coun- 
fil has authorized the raising of the 
minimum passenger fare trom eight 

mats to. ten eents—an increase of 
25 per cenl—and the raising of the 
‘maximum rental charge from 77 
cents to” 62 cents ‘per day—an_in~ 
Erease of approximately 8 per cent. 
These ‘Increases will be ‘effective 
from. February 2. 

‘The matter came before the Wateh 
Committee at a meeting on January 
15. "The Commiltce took cognizance 
fof the fact that in May last an 
‘pplication for an inerewie in the 
Fontal had been negatived. A further 
‘pplication for ‘sue increase» was| 
made by the ‘Tlickshaw Owners’ 
Association, in June, asserting that 
the owners’ operation casts had fur- 
ther increased. This request was 
again rejected.

‘After Dr. Sellett had concluded 
address Judge Helimiek made the 
following remarks:

This 
company hat been in trusteeship for 
fa far longer period than was ever 
contemplated by the terms of 77-B of 
the Bankruptey Act which contem- 
plates a fairly prompt plan of reor-, 
ganization. Certainly 77-B contem- 
plates that a plan of reorganization

probably have been sustained by the 
Court, However, the matter has been 
atlowed to. go" along under the 
‘Trusteeship which has probably "been 
a very fortunate thing, and although 
the pian comes in very late, it should 
not for that reason be exeltided. ‘The 
Court is of the opinion and finds that 
the company is insolvent in the real 
“pankruptey sense and in the equity 
Sense that the company cannot pay 
its debts. And if the company is ine 
solvent th stockholders, of ‘course, 
have not an iota of interest and it 
would be grossly improper for the 
court to award them any interest or 
worry a freat deal about their rights. 
So long as the company can't meet its 
obligations, so long as it can’t pay its 
debts, the sockholders haven't much 
Interest and the Court’s concern 
fof course, for the creditors of 
fous sorts. 

















Not Atected 

‘The debenture holders are appar- 
ently not affected by the plan as 
thelr position is unchanged. ‘They 
retain’ the same sceurity they have 
‘always had and the same legal rights 


be] they have always had under the same 


‘morgage Instrument or trust deed 
defining their rights. ‘The stockhold- 

have no rights because, as we 
have said, the company fx insolvent. 
So that it leaves, as I see it, only one 
class of people ‘who are affected by 
this plan-and vitally interested in it, 
namely, the general unsecured eredi- 
tors of whom a great many are loan 
certificate holders. Tt should be 
‘understood that these loan certificates 
fare not debentures, they are simply 
‘unsecured promises of the company to 
ay, = the I.0.U-s of the company, in 
other words. ‘These people, of course, 
‘re vitally ‘interested. — Under this 
plan they will receive, as the ‘Trustee 
‘estimated, between 35 per cent. and 
40 per ent. The required percent- 
‘ge of general unsecured creditors 
hhas accepted the plan. It might seem 
that would automatically. settle it. 
However, 77-B casts upon the Couri

To Europe 


London,-Dee. 2, 1939. 

As some doubt still “appears to 
exist in the minds of traders ond 
Jothers as to the requirements of the 
Ministry of Economie Werfare in 
regard to Bills of Lading, the Minl- 
stry feels it may be desirable to 
felarity. the position by Issuing 2 
further statement, 

“There is a prima facie presumption 
of ultimate enemy destination attach- 
{ing to all goods, whether originating 
within or without the Empire, con- 
signed to any European country other 
than the United Kingdom, Bire and 
France on Bills of Lading which do 
‘not show the name of the setual buy- 
Jer, not being a Forwarding Agent or 
‘other intermediary, of the goods. 
[Such goods are consequently. lable 
to seizure as prize and to the delays 
Jconsequent thereon. 


Rules of Procedure 

In order to avoid the commercial 
Jaimeulties which arise in some cases 
where Bills of Lading are made out 
to the actual buyer, the Ministry is 
Prepared to recognize the following 
procedure. 

1. Bills of Lading may be made 
lout to the order of bankers, shippers, 
forwarding agent or others, provided 
they bear the inseription “Notify A.B. 
(name of buyer).” ‘They must not, 
however, be made out. simply 
order.” 

2. The name of the buyer so noti 
fied must be the name of the actuat 
[buyer of the goods and not of a for- 
]warding agent or other intermediary. 

3. In the case of a Bill 30 made 
Jout (as in the case of all other Bills 
for inward cargo to European New 
trals) a declaration from the buyer 
named in the Bill in the form ap- 
proved by the Contraband Committee 
and obtainable from British Con~ 
states abroad signed before and at- 
tested by a British Consul, should be 
forwarded to this Ministry’ before the 
arrival of the cargo at a Contraband 
Control Base, except in the cases 
‘mentioned in’ paragraph 5 below. 

'4._ In the event of its being proved 
to the salisfaction of the Ministry 
that such a declaration is for any 
reason unobtainable from the buyer, 
‘2 similar declaration must be made 
‘by the person to whom the Bills of 
Tading are made out and a guarantee 
jgiven by him or on his behalf that 
the goods will ultimately reach the 
person named as the buyer in the 
Fnotify” elause on the Bill. 

'5. The above conditions do not 
apply to Bills of Lading covering raw 
jeatton shipments to Spain whieh may 
{for the time being be made out "to 
Jorder” without being suspected of 
fenemy destination. In the case of 
fall shipments to Portugal and_ship- 
ments other than raw cotton to Spain, 
the name of the buyer must appear 
Jon the Bill in accordance with con- 
dition 1. 

‘G. It must be clearly understogd 
thai compliance with the above coii- 
Jditions merely removes the prima 
facie presumption of enemy destina- 
ion attaching to Bills of Lading 
‘which do not show the name of the 
factual buyer, not being a Forwarding 
‘Agent or othér intermediary, and in 
no way exempts the goods from sel- 
jzure if other grounds of suspicion 
exist, 

7. ‘The Ministry further wishes to 
make clear that it is not concerned in 
any way with the form of Bills of 
Lading. covering shipments of goods 
inwards to the United Kingdom, Eire, 
Jor France nor with Bills covering 
[shipments to any countries outside 
[Europe from whatever country the 
Jgoods may have been shipped. ‘There 
{s, therefore, no objection on the part 
Jof the Ministry to Bills of Lading

Si—Ever since the first Contral 
European Emigrants arrived in 
Shanghal in August 1998 it has been 
eallzed by this organization that 
there would be a crying need, 
amongst other and. very manifold 
things, of schooling facilities tor 
children, 

‘Owing to the lmited means at its 
lsposal for educational purposes, the 
"1G." has restricted Its activities in 
this connection to making it possible 
for talented children, who had had 
to break off high-school education 
fon leaving Europe, to continue 
Schooling in Shanghal up to matrl~ 
‘culation and, in one or two instances, 
‘niversity. graduation. 

"Thus, the "LC." at present _cares 
for 17" pupils at the various Public 
Schools in Shanghai (12 boys and 5. 
tls between the ages of 10 and 10) 

‘One student of chemistry is being 
supported at the Aurora University. 

‘All of these pupils and students 
are of good standing in the schools 
they attend as.their term reports 
show, and. will, after matriculation 
and graduation, ‘stand a good chance 
of finding a place in the commercial 
for technical field on the basis of the 
Imowledge they have acquired. 

‘The average monthly cost of the 
school fees for these children is 
$500, and this amount has, so far, 
been found by contributions to our 
funds for this special purpose, out 
fof small foes charged for services 
fo Immigrants in connection with 
the work done for them by the “LC. 
‘and valuable contributions by ‘the 
National ‘Christian Council of China 
which have in 1999 totalled the very 
respectable sum of $2,012.75. 














In addition to the care of the 
children above mentioned there 
‘arose, when the Kinchow Road 


School was opened in October last, 
the problem of finding means 19 
place stich children in the said 
ehool, whose parents had not, the 
means’ to pay the monthly fee of $5. 

Some weeks ago I. published an 
appeal in your valued columns ask~ 
ing childless parents, who are in the 
position to do s0, to “adopt” one or 
more children cach as far as the 
eho! fees are concern 

‘Doubtless, owing to the manifold 
demands made on the so charitable 
public of Shanghai, this appeal did 
Rot bring forth the response which 
the needs of the situation demanded 
but it has been possible for us to 
take care of 0 children (5 boys and 
‘girls between the ages of 7 and 
14 ‘years) whose school fees we meet 
but of funds speclally donated for 
this purpore. 

Not one of these children could 
have had the advantage of schooling. 
owing to the parents being | quite 
‘without means and entirely incapable 
fof ralsing $5 per month for each 
child. ‘The parents came to us in 
desperation and we are very glad 
that, in these comparatively | few 
tenses, It has been possible for us to 
help. 

‘The “LC.” will gladly receive 
further donations to its schoo! fund 
from those who feel that they would 
like to support our activities in this 
Airection.

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GERMANY’S REQUIREMENTS 


By Donato ‘Tyemman 


It used to be said that an army marched 
fon {ts stomach. That's still true, of course. 
An army has got to be fed if it is to fight— 
and fed welt, too, if it is to fight successfully. 
‘This is why ‘a country's consumption of food, 
specially of things like meat, always goes 
up when war breaks out. But armies need 
very much more nowadays thin just food. 
‘Modern fighting forces cannot keep going for 
a single day without enormous supplies of 
rifles, machine-guns, artillery, tanks, shells, 
ammunition, ships, aircraft and so on. That's 
why the really crucial things in war today 
are raw materials—things like coal, iron, cop~ 
per, ofl and petrol—things that can be made 
into weapons and machines or fed to lorries 
‘and aeroplanes and tanks. I's easy to see 
from this how important control of the seas 
‘and freedom to trade abroad are in wartime— 
simply because no country produces all the 
strategic raw materials it wants at home. In 
Britain the only vital raw material we have 
‘enough of is coal. We should be ina very bad 
way if we couldn't use our ships to bring in 
the materials we must have. ‘The point is 
that we can—because of the British Navy. 

Germany can't buy what she needs from 
overseas, From the moment war began, the 
Nazis were cut off from all their overseas 
‘sources of supply. That means that they 
have got fo make do with what they can 
produce at home and with what they ean get 
from their next-door neighbours, Let us look at 
one or two of the facts. Take mineral oil and 
fron ore and textiles. In 1938 Germany had 
to import about two-thirds of her supplies of 
mineral oil, and more than three-quarters 
‘of what she did import came from countries 
overseas, countries the Nazis can't get at 
now. Practically all her imports of erude oi} 
and ‘Diesel oll came from distant places that 
‘are now inaccessible. ‘Too, Germany import- 
ced three-fifths of her iron ore supplies. It 
is true that only a twelfth of these imports 
came from countries overseas, but over a 
third came from France and Algeria—and 
France isn't selling ore (o Germany any more. 
‘Threo-quarters of Germany's textile fibres 
in 1938 were bought from abroad—all her 
cotton, all her jute and three-quarters*of her 
‘wool—and all three, cotton, jute and woo), 
came either from countries ‘that are now at 
war with Germany or from places that are 
out of reach because they are overseas. 
‘That's not all. Germany imported one third 
of her copper ore, and nearly three-fifths of 
that came from enemy overseas countries. 
Again, take manganese ore, which is 30 
essential for steel making; since 1935 over 
three-fifths of Germany's imports of this ore 
eame from South Africa and India, Or take 
rubber and nickel—all Germany's supplies of 
natural rubber and nearly three-quarters of 
her nickel came from countries she can't got 
at now. 








Lot's just glance at the food position. Given 
good harvests, Germany could just get along 
for some time on her own supplies of cereals 
for bread. ‘The position with regard to 
‘mixed coreals and maize—essential feeding~ 
‘stuffs for cattle and vital for meal_produc~ 
tion—is not so good. Over half of these are 
imported, practically all from overseas, But 
the worst snag is fa's—for food and soap, 
Ninety-five per cent. of Germany's vegetable 
oll comes from enemy countries, or inacces~ 
sible neutrals, ‘There's got to be some pretty 
severe cutting down here and there will be 
a scarcity of olleake for feeding livestock, 
‘When feeding-stufts and olleake begin to run 
short, all this will fairly soon affect the meat 
position which so far is quite good, 

By and large, it’s not an encouraging pro- 
spect. Ever since Herr Hitler began to 
make ready for this war he has tried to 
do two things: to make Germany as self 
suffcient in raw materials as possible—they 
had a Four-Year Plan to do this—and to 
increase Germany's trade with nearby coun- 
{ries and particularly, of course, with coun- 
tries likely to be neutral when the war eame. 
‘They are now trying to organize all these 
covntries—Scandinavia, the Balkans, Holland 
and Belgium, and specially Russia, in a Ger- 
‘man war-trade system, 

Of course, the Germans do produce a lot 
of raw materials at home. In peace-time at 
‘any rale they turn out “more coal, more 
potush, more graphite and more magnesite 
than they want, Coal exports have always 
been an important means of payment for 
Germany's imports, and a strong drive to 
inerease coal output, using the Polish 
as well, is going on. ‘The chief trouble dur- 
ing the war is going to be that more and 
‘more coal will be needed for all sorts of war 
industries, for the manufacture of substitutes 
‘and for the production of gas and electricity. 
And they will have to go on exporting coal. 
SUM, there's no shortage of coal yet. ‘The 
Germans have also been busy for a long time 
now trying to increase their home produe- 
tion of other raw materials. They have 
started to work very low-grade ores to in- 
crease their metal supplies. They are doing 











‘works; which are only one example, even 
though the product there will cost’ many 
times the normal price. And they are doing 
it with copper, lead, manganese and zine as 
well—in addition to putting pressure on neigh- 
bouring countries, like Hungary and Rumania, 
to increase their output for German uses. 

Of course there'sa pretty sharp limit to all 
this. ‘The manufacture of substitutes ig 
frightfully costly, not just in money, but in 
plant, materials, iabour, fuel and power. So 
in the working’ of low-grade ores which re- 
quire vast quantities of coal for their smelt- 
ing. Nor are the actual quantities produced 
in these ways very encouraging to the Nazis. 
One has only got to remember the facts about 
German imports which I have just given to 
see how little progress they have actually 
made towards self-sufficiency. Between 1934 
‘and 1938, for instance, while the home pro- 
duction of iron ore’ rose two-and-a-half 
times, ore imports rose even more, And 
the Germans will be lucky if the output of 
the Hermann Goering works does more than 
make up for the loss of French ores. They 
‘will still be dependent on Sweden. It is true 
that in 1938 synthetic home "production 
amounted to over one third of Germany's 

ineral oil supplies, but their consumption 
of oil and petrol will increase in wartime, 
and they will need more imports than eves 
‘Again, in 1938 about an eighth:of the Reich’ 
rubber supplies were synthetically produced 
at home jand they hope to double their 
synthetic Yubber output. But they will 
‘actually need more natural rubber than be- 
fore—not less. 

In quality, too, there are serious drawbacks. 
Synthetic rubber doesn’t stand up to hard 
wear. Iron expensively produced from low- 
grade ores cannot satisfactorily be used to 
make reliable high-grade steels. The screws 
‘and other machine parts which the Nazis now 
‘make of light instead of heavy metals don't 
last. ‘The fact is that you can make a silk 
purse out of a sow's car. But it costs an 
Awful lot to make it. And if's not a very 
good purse when you have made it. 

But substitutes and 30 on are not the only 
economic defences Germany's got. Another 
Is stocks. Stocks of various materials have 
been heaped up in Germany for use in war 
time. We don't know how big they are, but 
We can make some guesses. ‘There may be 
about a year's supply of cereals and a few 
months’ supply of fats in store. And there 
may be enough petrol to last ‘six months. 
All these stores will ease and delay the strain, 

‘Trade here will undoubtedly help  Ger- 
‘many’s raw material supplies. Foodstuffs, 
fron ore, bauxite (for making aluminium), 
‘mineral oil and timber—they can all be im- 
ported (if Germany can afford to pay for 
them in wartime by sending abroad coal, iron 
‘nd steel, machinery and chemicals—which 
Js another story). ‘They probably will be 
Imported in increasing quantities. But, just 
ke the other defences—substiiutes, 'self- 
sufficiency and stocks—trade with neutrals 
ean only put off Germany's shortages. It 
cannot cure them. ‘The industrial raw 
materials of all the neutral countries acces~ 
sible to Germany cannot replace the lost im= 
ports from overseas, 

















What about Russia, one may ask. Well, 
first of all, we have got to remember that 
Soviet Russia, though a vast producer of 
foods, has been a remarkably small exporter ; 
at the moment she sells less abroad than Den— 
mark and much less than any of the British 
Dominions. Secondly, the things she docs 
sell are not the things Germany chiefly 
wants. ‘The Nazis can get timber elsewhere 
‘and they don’t want barley. What they do 
want is iron ore, manganese ore and mineral 
oil. Russia has’ practically no iron ore to 
sell, ‘The bulk of her manganese ore ex- 
Doris she sends to the United States of 
America, Finally, a vast inerease in Russia's 
exports of mineral oil would be needed to 
meet Germany's needs, and it could only be 
done by cutting Russia's own military and 
civil consumption quite ruthlessly and in- 
credibly. And it could not be done even 
then unless there were a very radical im- 
provement in Russia's transport system. Rus- 
‘sia may surprise us—it wouldn't be the first 
time. But she cannot in ease send as much 
raw material as Germany must have, That's 
the point. Runiania, Poland and” Russia 
together, for instance, cannot possibly pre- 
vent a shortage of oil and petrol from deve- 
loping in Germany as the war wears on. 
‘There's no way out then—so long as our 
blockade and contraband control are kept 
tight. ‘That's why the Nazis are throwing so 
much into their attacks on the British Fleet. 
Substitutes, self-sufficiency, stocks and trade 
control in ‘Europe—they are all palliatives. 
But they are useful palliatives. We mustn’t 
think that there will bo a famine of raw 
materials in Germany almost at once. The 
life-lines of the Nozis' war industries cannot 
be cut with a single stroke—or even with 
several strokes. But they can, and will, be 
surely but slowly frayed away.

Cherish Petsamo 


(By A Cornesronpent Larety 1x PrrsaMo) 


USSIA'S claims on Finland, the rejec- 
tlon of which led to the ‘present in- 
vasion, included a lease of the Finnish part 
of the Rybachi Peninsula, which is the 
northernmost part of the district of Petsamo, 
and constitutes the Finnish corridor to the 
Arctic, By the Treaty of Dorpat in 1920 
Russia ceded this territory to Finland. It 
had been disputed by Norway, Russia, and 
Sweden (of which kingdom Finland’ wa 
‘until 1809, a province) for many centuries. 

Tt may appear strange that the possession 
of a narrow strip of nearly uninhabited 
country, consisting of naked tundra and 
rocky coast, thin “forest, and desolate 
‘swamp, should be hotly’ contested. But 
Petsamo is by no means one of those regions 
whose possession confers upon its owner 
prestige but nothing else. 

‘Apart from mineral resources—nickel, for 
example, is found in considerable quantities 
—and inexhaustible water power, which 
the Finns had already begun to ‘hhamness, 
Petsamo contains something which is vital 

~. to the future progress of the Finnish Re- 
public—an ice-free, deep-water harbour on 
‘the Arctic with free access to the Atlantic. 
‘When it is remembered that most of the 
Baltic ports are able to be closed by ice 
in winter and that the Baltic itself can be 
‘turned into a lake under the control of the 
most powerful State on its shores, the true 
value of this port will be appreciated. 





Important Trade Centre 


‘The little settlement of Liinahamari, lying 
on a fjord of the Arctic at the mouth of the 
Petsamo River, does not look like an im- 
portant seaport, but one may meet sailors 
‘of all nations on its windswept quays, above 
which circle terns and guillemots and other 
Arctic seabirds. There is the growing 
timber trade, and Italian ships load up with 
alt fish all the year round. ‘The fisheries, 
indeed, in contrast to those in the Baltic, are 
‘of immense value. Rybachi means “fisher~ 
man," and you may see—and smell—great 
racks of drying cod as in Iceland. Although 
the little harbour, like the whole district, 
has a nine Weeks" night, in which the sun 
never shows above the horizon, the Arctic 
here never freezes, and Lilnahamari is 
actually warmer in winter than inland dis- 
tricts farther south. ‘The reason is the 
‘ever-beneficent Gulf Stream. 

When Russia handed over this coveted 
istrict to Finland in 1920 the new fror 
was drawn artifcially in a straight line 
from just above the sixty-eighth parallel to 
Vaitolahti, on the extreme tip of the penin~ 
sula, A ‘tow Russians remained on the 
Finnish side of the frontier, but many Finns, 
mainly Karelian, remained on the Russian 
side. ‘The frontier actually passes through 
the remote fishing village of Vaitolahti, and 
anyone interested in contrasts who stays in 
both parts of the village will soon discover 
that the advantages are all on the Finnish 





Innumerable Seabirds 


‘This precious Arctic const of Finland is 
very short, Between Vaitolahti and Liinaha- 
mari, which are connected only by a little 
motor vessel which runs twice a week and 





puts into Vaitolahti harbour when storms 
permit, there are the Pummangi and Maat- 
ivuono fjords, but there are only a few 
small villages on this savage coast, where 
great sandstone cliffs, sometimes rising to 
nearly 400 feet, assume fantastic shapes and 
are the haunt of innumerable seabirds. 
But the real bird paradise is Heinassaaret. 
Walking on this group of windswept islands 
is dimeult because many of the seabirds 
have hollowed out their nests under the 
carpet of cloudberries which covers the 
peat, and if one does not actually break 
one’s ankle one is constantly sinking up to 





for electric power 
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the knees in salty bogs. It is said that the 
late Tsar got his supplies of cloudberries, 
of which he was very fond, from these 
islands. 

From Liinahamari to Vuoremi, the Nor- 
wegian frontier, is only some 15 miles as 
the erow flies, though a bird, indeed, is the 
only creature’ that ‘could take a straight 
course over the high, treeless fells or above 
the indented coast.’ But if one journeys 
from Kirkenes on the Varanger ijord, in 
Norway, up the rapids of the Pasvik Piver, 
‘one comes to a little wedge of Finland which 
sticks out into Norway. This is Boris Gleb,

named after two saintly Russian princes, 
called by the Finns Kolttakongas, 

‘When the Norwegian frontier was fixed 
in 1626 this little wedge of land was 
specially retained by Russia because it was 
holy soil. It was here that in the fifteenth 
century the apostle of Petsamo, the 
Orthodox St. Trifon, once a bandit, founded 
@ church so small, being built for Lapps, 
that to enter you have to bend almost 
double. This saint, who founded the most 
northerly monastery in the world, at 
Yialuostari, near Liinahamarl, lived in ant 
uncomfortable cave on the ‘edge of the 
fiord, which the boatman who steers one 
up the rapids always points out. At Boris 
Gleb, which is a big Skolt Lapp village, 
there is also a large, bright new Orthodox 
church, 


Into Norway 


One ascends the mountain path behind 
the village into Norway. All that marks 
the frontier is a small cairn, I did not 
notice this on my way up, and only realized 


+ Twas in Norway when a woman ealled in 


Norwegian to a puppy that ran out from 
@ mountain hut, 

From the heights here one has a wonder= 
ful view northward up the fjord to the 
Arctic coast of Norway and southward over 
the falls of the Pasvik River and the hills, 
forested on their lower slopes, of Finnish 
Lapland. Inland the forest begins on the 
lowest levels—first stunted birch, then, as 
‘one goes southward, pine and fir.” In these 
forests grows the lichen on which feed the 
wandering herds of reindeer, which often 
stray across the road and stop to stare at 
travellers. ‘They are not very nervous 
even of the post buses. The rapid rivers 
are full of salmon and other fish, Great 
stretches of bogland separate one lonely 
settlement from another, 

This is no Finnish Sudetenland, ‘The 
only native inhabitants are a few hundred 
Lapps, some of whom live by  reindeer- 
Keeping, some by fishing. The rest of the 
population of Petsamo consists of a few 
Russians and Fjarr Karelians, and some 
2,000 Finnish ‘settlers, ‘The | Lapps, a 
cheerful and peaceful people, have adapted 
themselves perfectly to life in the wilder- 
ness, but the hardy Finnish settlers have a 
fierce fight for” existence, which the 
Government tried to lighten by making 
Petsamo a duty-free area, Even in the 
southern part of the region little can be 
grown, and in the north nothing ean be 
cultivated but potatoes and a few quick- 
growing vegetables. The few villages on 
the Fisher Peninsula, of course, live 
entirely by fishing, 


Link With Norway 


At Janiskoski the Finns are harnessing 
the mighty rapids for electric power, and 
11,000 men live and work, summer. and 
winter, in the wilderness.’ Besides” this 
there are the mines; there is even a little 
gold to be washed from the rivers, and fur= 
trading is considerable, 

Rond-building has already enabled buses 
fo run all the year round to the shores of 
the Arctic at Liinahamarl, and last sum- 
mer I walked over the almost completed 
bridge over tho rapids in Kolttakongas. 
When this is open to traffic and the Nor- 
wegians have built a short section more 
of road it will be possible to drive right 
through to Kirkenes to join the whole Nor- 
wegian road system, 

Already Finland has done more to 
develop this region in the 19 years she has 
possessed it than was done in all the cen- 
turles before. All the frontiers between 
free democratic Scandinavian countries 
have been open and unguarded, and one 
passed to and fro over them without ques- 
tion; but now an old bogey, feared and 
hated through the centuries by all, has once 
again reared its head.
